He was a familiar sight in the main office, 
and whenever there was a conflict in the 
school, he would surely be there to lend a 
helping hand. Vice-principal Joe lannuzzi 
strived to contribute to the education of 
young adults, and he continued to live up to 
his dream until his recent death 

After graduating from Barringer in 1958, Mr. 
lannuzzi entered Farleigh Dickinson Univer- 
sity where he earned a bachelor of arts de- 
gree. He then received his master's degree 
from Seton Hall University about the time 
that he began teaching at Newark's Lafay- 
ette Street Elementary School 

Mr. lannuzzi served two terms as an Essex 
County freeholder, and state monitor in the 
Hudson County School Superintendent's of- 
fice before being appointed as vice princi- 
pal at Barringer in 1987. 

Joe lannuzi was a founding member, and the 
first president of the Barringer Alumni As- 
sociation, which was formed in 1983 to cel- 
ebrate the 150th anniversary of our school. 


Ralph Dellanno 


Ralph Dellanno and his brother Paul, were 
like the twin towers of the English depart- 
ment, Known for his wit and his sense of 
humor, for 26 years, Ralph Dellanno was a 
popular English teacher at Barringer 

A native of Newark, Mr. Dellanno was not a 
Barringer graduate, but might as well have 
been. He was a true blue bear loyalist 

Mr. Dellanno attended St. Peter's College 
in Jersey City and earned a bachelor of arts 
degree in English 

He was a former assistant football coach at 
Manchester High School in Haledon and 
coached for the Long Valley Raiders Little 
League Football. Ralph Dellanno later be- 
came assistant coach under Frank Anton- 
acci, and he was instrumental in the re- 
markable 1986 season when Barringer 
chalked up the best school record in the 
decade 


Frank Antonnaci 


Football player, history teacher, football 
head coach, guidance counselor, these are 
all the hats Frank Antonacci wore at Bar 
ringer. When he was a student at Barringer 
he won city and state honors as a bruising 
fullback, under the infamous coach Anthony 
Naporano 

Mr. Antonacci began his 33 year teaching 
career as a social studies teacher at Bar- 
ringer, but quickly moved into the guidance 
department where he remained before be 
coming chairman of the guidance depart 
ment in 1990 

While he had a brief stint as assistant bas- 
ketball coach at Barringer, his heart was 
still in the game of football, and he contin- 
ued this career by coaching football at Se- 
ton Hall University, and Upsala College after 
school. 

In 1983, Mr. Antonnacci took over the job 
as the varsity football coach at Barringer 
which he held for seven years. As head 
coach, he lead the 1986 team to the state 
playoff berth. Barringer finished the season 
with an outstanding 8-2 record 
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The deaths of Frank Antonacci, Ralph 
Dellanno, and Joe lannuzzi have left an im- 
pact on our Barringer family that cannot be 
underestimated. These were three profes- 
sional educators who dedicated their lives 
to the students of Barringer High School. 
They have left an eternal legacy in the 
thousands of individuals whose lives they 
have affected. 

They are examples of what hard working, 
decent and caring people can accomplish. 
They will always be with us.

With you, a part of us has passed 
away...but yet we'll treasure in our memo- 
ries (your) gifts...For these once ours, our 
lives are rich with these...
